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PROBE TS ORDERED 
OF PRIGE OF GAS 
BY GITY COUNCIL 


Committee Is Also In- 
structed to Look Into the 
Alleged Recent Adjust- 
ments of the Meters in 
Atlanta. 


EASTERN TIME PLAN 
DEFEATED IN COUNCIL 


Disorderly Negroes, Pis- 
tol Toting and Blind 
Tigers Cause Complaint 
From Grady Hospital 
Neighborhood. 


In its last regular meeting for 
the year 1918 the city council of 
Atlanta Monday afternoon adopted 
an ordinance directing the commit- 
tee on electric lights and railways to 
proceed with an investigation of the 
prices of gas that are said to have 
heen recently increased, and to look 
into alleged recent adjustment of 
meters which was made, “presumab- 
ly to increase the price (of gas) 
which said change has made.” 

This ordinance was introduced by 
Councilman W. H. Johnson, of the 
fifth ward, who vigorously support- 
ed it. 

Council sustained the report of 
the ordinance committee, adversing 
the ordinance of Councilman Bailey, 
of the tenth ward, which provided 
that eastern time should be made 
the official time for the city of At- 
lanta, 

A resolution by Councilman J. C. 
Little, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, seeking to increase the sal- 
aries of the adult probation officer, 
the secretary to chief of police, the 
custodian of the police station, the 
signal operators and the signal line- 
men, was referred to the salaries 
committee. 

Complain of “Tigers.” 

A communication from a number 
of citizens in the neighborhood of 
Pratt, Moore and Gilmer streets, 
who asked council for relief from 
an intolerable situation said to ex- 
ist in that section because of dis- 
orderly negroes, who, with pistols 
and blind tiger whisky, make the 
neighborhood dangerous to citizens, 
and to patients and nurses at Grady 
hospital, was referred to the board 

The question of making the much- 
needed repairs on the Pryor street 

sdeepasswhich has been favorably 
reported by the street committee, 
and for which Aldérman James H. 
Ewing has madé a consistent fight, 
was referred to the 1919 council. 

An adverse report of the ordi- 
nance committee on the ordinance 
by Alderman Ewing, declaring the 
office of purchasing agent illegal 
because it had been created by a 
vote of general council, was adopt- 
ed by council, and an ordinance pro- 
viding for the marking of the non- 
parking streets in the uptown dis- 
trict in order that automobile driv- 
ers may be informed as to non- 
parking streets, was also adopted. 

The question of renewing the con- 
tract of rental on the Pryor street 
building, owned by T. J. and A, L. 
Day, which is occupied by the Com- 
mercial High school, was referred 
to the 1919 board of education. 

Council also acted upon a number 
of minor matters, among which were 
the accepting and filing of the elec- 
tion returns, adopting the street im- 
provement assessments, sewer as- 
sesements, filling vacancies on va- 
rious boards and other routine mat- 
ters. 

The Gas Probe. 

The resolution to inaugurate a 
‘probe of the gas situation relative 
io alleged inceased prices, and to 
look into meter changes that are 
said to have effected the prices of 
gas, was introduced in council by 
Councilman W. H. Johnson, of the 
fifth ward, and the resolution is as 
foHows: 

‘Re it resolved by the mayor and 
general council that the committee 
on electric and other lights be au- 
thorized to investigate the present 
gas increases far above the former 
consumption, and also why 60 many 
gas meters have been adjusted re- 
cently, presumably to increase the 
price, which said changes have 
done.” . 

Although Mr. Johnson made a vig- 
orous speech in support of his meas- 
ure, his efforts proved to be unnec- 
essary, because of the fact that no 
opposition developed against the 
measure. It was unanimously adopt- 
ed by the city fathers. 

Complaints that have been made 
recently concerning the quality of 
the gas furnished by the Atlanta 
Gas Light company, and the tests of 
the product that have been made by 
City Mechanical Engineer Cecil 
Poole, formed the basis of the reso- 
lution. It is expected that Mr. Poole 
will bring facts before the council 
committee in order to show that the 
gas light cempany has failed to live 
up to the standards fixed for the 
quality of gas to be furnished to 
consumers. The investigation prom- 
ises to be a searching one, and all 
the data that has been placed before 
the Georgia railroad commisison by 
the city engineer will probably be 
-eviewed by the committee. 

No Eastern Time. 

The report of the ordinance com- 
mittee adversing the ordinance of 
Councilman Bailey, of the tenth 
ward, that was designed to establish 
eastern time for the city of Atlanta, 
and which was supported by a num- 
ber of civic organizations, was 


adopted by general council with but 
little discussion. A showing was

Many Thousands 
To Membership 


House-to-House Canvass 
Monday Night Was an 
Overwhelming Success. 
Women, in 300 Booths, 
Will Resume the Work 
Today. 


Early reports from a few of the 
ward 
who conducted the big house-to- 
house canvass for members in the 
Christmas roll call of the Red Cross 
last night indicated that there 
would be only a small minority of 
the citizens of Atlanta by Tuesday 
morning who had not paid their 
dues in the great mercy organiza- 
tion. 

With membership costing only 
one dollar for the year, it was not 
so much a question of raising 
money, but of securing members, 
and it was with that object in view 
that the roll call was launched. 

While no detailed reports will be 
made by the workers until 10 o’clock 
this morning, when they meet at 
the headquarters in the Healey 
building, a few chairmen sent in 
brief statements tast night, indi- 
cating the universal response which 
had been forthcoming from every 
one they saw. 

Eighth Ward Over Top. 

From the eighth ward, where 
George Watts and Sherwood Hicks 
were in charge of the canvass, a 
hurry call for more supplies was re- 
ceived at headquarters at 9 o’clock, 
with the claim that the workers in 
that ward were enrolling a full 100 
per cent of the residents in the Red 
Cross. 

Chris A. Rauschenberg, Jr., ward 
chairman for the ninth, also ap- 
pealed for more supplies in a hurry, 
and that that they were enrolling 
their people just as fast as they 
could get to them, without a sin- 
gle refusal up to a late hour. Lee 
Ashcraft, president of the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross, was work- 
ing in this ward. 

I, A. Hirshberg, chairman for the 
second ward, sent in a similar re- 
port of 100 per cent succees, and 
stated that they were strictly ob- 
serving the injunction not to “bee” 
any one to join. It is felt by the 
entire roll call organization that it 
is a privilege to be given the op- 
portunity to belong to the Amert- 
can Red Cross and they want to 
send a list of Atlanta members for 
1919 that will swell the honor roll 
of the nation towards its 100 per 
cent membership in a manner which 
will carry a distinct message of 
cheer to the suffering millions in 
Europe whom the Red Cross has 
undertaken to start on the road to 
rehabilitation, now that the actual 
warfare has ceased. This, in addi- 
tion to the wonderful care which 
the Red Cross, in the role of the 
Greatest Mother on Earth, has be- 
stowed upon the wounded soldiers 
of the American armies and those 
of the allies. 

This morning those few individ- 
uals who are not displaying a 1919 
Red Cross button as evidence that 
they joined the organization last 
night will again be given an op- 
portunity to come into the most un- 
selfish body of men and women 
in the world. 

Booths Open Today. 

This will be when the women’s 
division, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Beaumont Davison, opens three 
hundred booths in various business 
houses and other prominent loca- 
tions throughout the city. At these 
booths there will. be women work- 
ers, dressed in the Red Cross garb, 
who will be in attendance all day 
for the purpose of receiving the re- 
maining memberships left from the 
house-to-house canvass. For each 
membership payment of one dollar 
there will be given, as was the case 
last night, one 1919 Red Cross lapel 
button to wear as a receipt for the 
dollar dues and as an emblem of 
sympathy with the great cause. 
There will also be given ten Red 
Cross Christmas seals, to be affixed 
to gift packages. These are given 
away in this manner this year in 
Place of being sold for the support 
of the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis 
association, as in previous years, 
that organization having foregone 
its customary sale this year in order 
to give all their energies to the roll 
call. 

R. K. Ramboo, chairman of the 
executive committee for Atlanta and 
Fulton county, stated on Monday 
afternoon that every detail of the 
preparations looked “mighty good” 
to him. He anticipated a huge en- 
rollment of members and said that 
the co-operative work of all the 
workers in the canvass had been 
magnificent. 

Special reference was made by 
Mr. Rambo on Monday to the work 
of Harrison Jones, who is in charge 
pf the speakers’ committee. Mr. 
Jones is arranging for speakers at 
every meeting of every character 
held during the week, where ten or 
more people are gathered. He is 
using the Four Minute Men organ- 
ization and the unselfish devotion 
of these men to the work has, says 
Mr. Rambo, been remarkable. 

By Thursday morning, which is 
the fourth day of the week’s can- 
vass, and which has been designat- 
ed as “Edith Cavell” day, in honor 
of the heroic Red Cross nurse who 
was foully murdered by the Ger- 
mans in Brussels, it is expected that 
every one in the city, men and wom- 
en, rich and poor, white and col- 
ored, will have become a member 
of the organization, which she lived 
and died for, and will be wearing 
their lapel button as a mark of 
honor and respect to her memory. 


300 WOMEN BURN 
WILSON’S WORDS 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


Washington, December 16.—Nearly 
300 members of the national woman’s 
party, carrying torches and banners, 
paraded by the white house today, 
and grouping around the statue of 
Lafayette, in the public square 
across the avenue from the executive 
mansion, ceremoniously burned 
copies of all speeches made by 
President Wilson. The demonstra- 
tion was staged as a protest against 
the failure of the senate to adopt 
the resolution submitting the federal 
suffrage constitutional amendment 
to the states. 

Police protected the women from 
interference by the crowd who 
watched, and intervened several 
times to quiet disturbers who tried 
to drown out with hoots the speeches 
which each woman made as she came 
forward to deposit the copy of an 
address on the fire.

BURLESON PLEADS 
FORU.S.OWNERSHIP 
OF ALL WIRE LINES 


Ownership of Telegraph 
and Telephone Systems 
Is Characterized as “Im- 
perative” by the Post- 
master General. 


SAVINGS IN 25 YEARS 
TO PAY FOR SYSTEMS 


Burleson Claims No Ap- 
propriation From Public 
Treasury Is Necessary. 
Immediate Action Urged 
by Burleson. 


Washington, December 16.—Own- 
ership by the government of the tel- 
egraph and telephone systems of the 
nation was characterized as ‘“im- 
perative” by Postmaster General 
Burleson today in a letter to Repre- 
sentative Moon, chairman of the 
house commttee on postoffices and 
post roads. Mr. Burleson said the 
systems can be acqured “without 
the appropriation of a dollar from 
the public treasury” by applying to 
an amortization fund for 25 years 
the savings made under government 
ownership through elimination of 
duplication in plants and operating 
expenses. 

In support of the government 
ownership resolution introduced in 
the house last week by Repesenta- 
tive Moon, the postmaster general 
quoted from the recent letter of 
Theodore N. Vail, president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, and from the annual re- 
ports of a number of the postmas- 
ter generals since the civil war, all 
of whom agreed,. he said, that gov- 
ernment control or ownership would 
greatly contribute to the effiqjency 
of service. 

Economic Importance. 

“The economic importance of the 
proposition to acquire the properties 
by the government is very great,” 
Mr. Burleson wrote. “Private cap- 
ital is invested in public service en- 
terprises with the expectation of 7 
to 8 per cent, and often a greater re- 
turn on the investment. This, of 
course, the publc is expected to pay, 
while the government can borrow 
money at 4% per cent. The public, 
however, pays the charge in either 
event The difference between 4% 
per cent and 8 per cent for the 
money..inyested in the wire system 
of the United States would maintain 
and pay for the property in 18 years 
and 9 months. The government as 
owner would no more expect to 
charge for interest on the investment 
than it would for money invested in 
postal facilities, navy yards or other 
public property. 

As justification for the permanent 
taking over of the wire systems, 
Mr. Burleson said: 

“To establish and maintain means 
of communication is as much the 
function of the government as is the 
provision for national defense. ,... 
Moreover, it is essential to the de- 


velopment of the country and to 
the progress and prosperity of its 
people. It is a defense of the na- 
tional interests as much in peace 
as'in war. . . . Extension of the 
wire service should be determined 
by public needs, not the opportuni- 
ty for private gain.” 

The postmaster general said he 
believed that an effective plan could 
be worked out by which the waste of 
competition can be eliminated and 
the advantages of private initiative 
in research, investigation and ex- 
perimentation not be lost. 


Under Existing Law. 


Calling attention to the fact that 
under the existing law the telephone 
and telegraph properties will auto- 
matically revert to the private own- 
ers upon proclamation by the presi- 
dent of a state of peace, the letter 
Says that many of the independent 
companies could not take back the 
properties without serious loss to 
the. investors and great detriment 
to the service. Many of these com- 
panies, the letter says, were operat- 
ing at a loss owing to waste inci- 
dent to competition and diversity of 
State regulation, and as proper de- 
preciation funds have not been set 
aside, the properties were drifting 
into a condition where proper pub- 
lic service could not be rendered. 


CARLTON IS STYLED 


AGENT OF BURLESON. 

New York, December’ 16.—The 
Commercial Cable company today 
filed papers in the federal court 
here making Newcomb Carlton, 
president of the Western Union Tel- 
agraph.company, a party defend- 
ant with Postmaster General Burle- 
son in the Commercial company’s 
Suit against the cabinet official to 
have set aside his action in taking 
over control of the submarines on 
behalf of the government. 

This action today brings the suit 
within the jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States district court in New 
York. Mr. Carlton has twenty days 
within which to answer, after which 
the case may go to trial. 

The amended complaint, 
other things, says “that Newcomb 
Carlton represents the defendant, 
Burleson, and on December 13, 1918, 
made a personal demand upon the 
Commercial] company to turn over to 
him possession and control of its 
cable lines, and “that thereupon 
your orator being unable to resist 
the forces which the defendants had 
in their power to use, was obliged, 
}and did turn over to the defend- 
ants, under protest and without 
one a any legal rights or obiec- 
tions thereto, said cable lines; that 
defendant Carlton has accepted, 
adopted and become a party to and 
participant in all of the unconstitu- 
tional, unauthorized, ultra vires, i}- 
legal and void acts of the defendant 
Burleson.”

Pope May Request 
President Wilson 
To Act as Mediator 


In Dispute Between Vati- 
can and Quirinal—Ques- 
tion Won't Go to the 
Peace Conference. 


Rome, December 16.—Pope Bene- 
dict may request President Wilson 
to consent to act as mediator in an 
effort to reach a _ reciprocal pact 
which will solve the dissent which 
has existed between the quirinal and 
the vatican, according to Popolo Ro- 
mano. This question, the paper 
states, will in no case be brought 
before the peace conference. 

That Pope Benedict is prepared to 
abandon a custom of nearly half a 
century and no longer consider him- 
self bound to remain within the 
grounds of the vatican is the firm 
belief in some circles here. Many 
incidents recently have led public 
opinion toward this belief. No pon- 
tiff has left the vatican since 1871, 
as a protest against the occupation 
of Rome by the Italian government. 


Reports that the pope would leave 
the vatican grounds have appeared 
many times since the pope lost his 
temporal power. During the reign 


of Pope Benedict the question was 
brought up first last June, when the 
vatican issued a denial to a report 
in Spanish newspapers that the pope 
would leave Rome for Spain. 


Charles D. Harris, 


Y oungest Captain, 
Killed in Action 


Confirmation of Nephew’s 
Death in France Is Re- 
ceived by Senator-Elect 
W. J. Harris. 


That Captain Charles D. Harris, 
nephew of Senator-elect William J. 
Harris, of Georgia, was killed in 
action in France, was confirmed 
yesterday by wires received in At- 
lanta from Senator Harris. 

For several days the fate of Cap- 
tain Harris, who was reported miss- 
ing in action, has been the occasion 
for much apprehension on the part 
of his friends. It was known that 
he was wounded just before all 
traces of his whereabouts seem to 
have been obliterated, and this add- 
ed to the fear that he had paid the 
supreme sacrifice. 

The definite information that Cap- 
tain Harris had been killed came 
from the litter-bearers who were 
taking him from the field. These 
men were captured at the time and 
upon their release related that Cap- 
tain Harris expired shortly after re- 
ceiving his wound, and had been 
buried. The grave has subsequent- 
ly been found and marked... . 

Captain Harris was a son of Ma- 
jor General Peter C. Harris, acting 
adjutant general. He has the dis- 
tinction of being the youngest cap- 
tain in the United States army, be- 
ing only 20 Years of age.

Georges Clemenceau, presi- 
dent of the council and minister of 
war, came with outstretched hands 
to the top of the wide stairs and 
greeted the president warmly. 

The premier took Mr. Wilson’s 
hand in both of his and shook it 
vigorously in thesespecially vigor- 
ous manner the old “tiger” has when 
displaying pleasure. 

“How do you do, Mr. President,” 
said the premier. 

“Quite well, Mr. President,” an- 
swered Mr. Wilson. 

“You are not tired?” 
Clemenceau. 

“No, quite fit,” declared the presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Wilson was then ushered by 
Premier Clemenceau into his private 
office, Colonel House remaining in 
the ante chamber chatting with Gen- 
eral Mordacq. President Wilson left 
the ministry at 5 o’clock. 

Mr. Wilson was most impressed 
with the premier’s personality, and 
is reported to have expressed him- 
self in the most flattering terms, re-

The Visit to Italy. 

The American president will not 
be present at the fetes in honor of 
King Victor Emmanuel, of Italy, who 
arrives Thursday, according to The 
Egho de Paris, but it is probable 


-that he and the king will exchange 


calls. 


It now is apparent that the presi- 
dent’s visit to Italy will be post- 
poned until the middle or the latter 
part of January, as his time mean- 
while will be fully occupied in meet- 
ing the political leaders coming 
from various points, in attending 
the opening sessions of the inter- 
allied conference and the peace 
conference, in visits to the Ameri- 
can front and the French and Bel- 
gian devastated regions, and prob- 
ably a visit to Brussels and King 
Albert of Belgium. 

Peace Congress January 6, 

The president will be back in 
Paris in the early days of January, 
when the preliminaries are Jikely 
to be so far advanced as to permit 
of the opening of the peace congress 
about January 6. The exact time, 
however, is, of course, subject to 
the pleasure of the inter-allied con- 
ference when it assembles to eom- 
plete the details of the program. 

It.is evident, however, that the

occupied that the visit to Italy 
which was at first expected to be 
made during the latter part of De- 
cember, cannot take place before 
the middle of January, or later, 

President Wilson passed the early 
forenoon indoors, reading a large 
number of letters. He then started 
by automobile for a visit to Ver- 
sailles, where the final meeting of 
the peace conference will be held, 
going by way of the Bois de Bou- 
logne. The president was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Wilson. 


Aerial Service 
For Passengers 
And forExpress 


New York, December 16.—Captain 
Benjamin S. Lipsner, who resigned 
recently as superintendent of the 
government aerial mail service, an- 
nounced tonight that, backed by a 
group of wealthy men, he will es- 
tablish next year the first aerial 
passenger and express lines in this 
country. 

Captain Lipsner said that he was 
not at liberty to announce proposed 
routes, but asserted that the first 
line would be put into operation on 
May 15, 1919. The service, he said, 
would be started with six planes, 
each with a speed of 110 miles an 
hour and a capacity of forty DPas- 
sengers or an equivalent weight in 
express. Equipment of passenger 
planes, he said, will include a wire- 
less telephone system and “all lat- 
est scientific appliances.” The rates 
‘will be within the reach of all,” 
he added. 

Captain Lipsner also said that un- 
less some one else has already done 
so, on June 15, he will make the 
first trans-Atlantic flight, selecting 
the same route followed by the 
transport George Washington in 
taking President Wilson to France. 
He added that a “sea-going plane” 
to be used in the flight is now be- 
ing constructed.

JITNEY ORDINANCE 
NILLED BY COUNCIL 


Law, Which Is Now Be- 
ing Fought in the United 
States Supreme Court, 
Repealed Monday. 


An ordinance by Councilman W. 
H. Johnson to repeal) the jitney bus 
ordinance that is now in the United 
States supreme court after having 
been fought through the state courts 
of Georgia, was adopted by the city 
council of Atlanta Monday after- 
noon, and the restrictions that have 
been thrown about the 5-cent buse$ 
for several years are now removed. 

The ordinance, which has been 
tableq for many months, pending 
the final decision of the courts, was 
brought before the general council 
again by the councilman from the 
fifth ward, who revived the matter 
at a former meeting .of council this 
month. It was then referred to the 
ordinance committee, which brought 
an Adverse report Monday» after- 
noon. This, however, did not hinder 
the efforts of the councilman from 
the fifth, who made a sensational 
speech in favor of his measure, 

Johnson Urges Repeal. 

Referring to the former ordinance 
which he sought to repeal as the 
“Arkwright ordinance,” and declar- 
ing the measure placing restrictions 
about the running of jitneys was for 
the purpose of killing competition, 
Councilman Johnson made a strong 
and eloquent plea for a revival of 
the jitney bus on the grounds that 
it would serve a public necessity 
that has developed because of what 
he characterized as the bad street 
car service, which, he said, is so far 
short of the public needs that tired 
women who work all day are forced 
to ride in the street cars packed like 
sardines, “Give the little man a 
chance,” said he. “I know you fel- 
lows who have cars of your own are 
not in sympathy with poor people 
whose only chance to ride in an au- 
tomobile is through a five-cent prop- 
osition like a jitney.” 

Mr, Johnson then explaired, in an- 
swer to questions asked him, that 
the ordinance passed in 1915 by the 


city had demanded bonds of $5,090 ra 


each for indemnification of passen- 
gers in case of possible accidents, 
and made provisions with reference 
to the seating of passengers that 
were impossible to carry out. 

City to Bear Costs, 

He further declared that the city 
would be justified in repealing the 
ordinance and assuming the costs 
of the courts in the case now pend- 
ing, because of the great benefit 
that would accrue to the people 
through the operation of jitney 
buses that would serve to supply 
the transportation to the people that 
the street car company seemed un- 
able for some reason to offer. 

Alderman McClelland, chairman of 
the ordinance committee, explained 
that he was not opposed to repeal- 
ing the ordinance in order to allow 
jitneys to again operate, but that 
the committee adversed the measure 
because it placed no regulations at 
all upon the operation of jitney 
buses in the city, which he thought 
should be done, 

The final vote was upon a sub- 
stitute offered by Mr. Johnson to 
the motion to adopt the adverse re- 
port of the ordinance committee, and 
the substitute to repeal the ordi- 
nance prevailed by a vote of 15 to 9. 


BOLSHEVIKI SEEKING 
ARMY OF MILLIONS 


New York, December 16.—tThe 
Bolsheviki are trying to raise an 
army of 3,000,000 to put down the 
conservative ~element in Russia, 
whom they term imperialists, Cap- 
tain Platon Oustinoff, formerly of 
the Second Life Hussars, and who 
left Petrograd October 30, declared 
on his arrival today on the Stock- 
holm. 

A veteran of the Russian invasion 
of East Prussia early in the war, 
when he was wounded three times, 
and son of the Russian consul general 
at New York, Captain Oustinoff said 
that the government had forbidden 
citizens to leave the country, and he 
was able to depart only because he 
was classed as an invalid. Execu- 
tions by the Bolsheviki were a daily 
occurrence, he stated, and thousands 
of conservatives were held by the 
radicals as hostages, so as to pro- 
vide victims of revenge in case of- 
ficials were killed. After the recent 
slaying of a minister of the interior, 
he asserted, the “reds” shot 512 of- 
ficers of the former imperial regime.

The committee was appointed

in the city. 

At a meeting of the public safety 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce which was called Mon- 
day morning to discuss the “flu” 
situation this committee decided not 
to advise that a ban be again placed 
on public gatherings to prevent the 
spread of the disease. This decision 
‘received the approval of Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, city health officer, who 
was present at the meeting to make 
& report. The committee advises 
that each individual work out his 
own salvation by getting all the 
fresh air possible, eating wholesome 
food and otherwise keeping up his 
vitality. 

Disease on Increase. 

Dr. Kennedy’s report shows that 
the disease has been on an increase 
for the last two weeks, but that the 
number of cases is not so large as 
it was when the ban was on. The 
normal death rate, which is about 
sixty a week, has increased to about 
seventy-five or seventy-six. This 
increase is not attributed altogether 
to the disease, since the death rate 
has gone above these figures sev- 
eral times in the past when the city 
was entirely free from the influ- 
enza. 

The new theory regarding the 
prevention of the disease was given 
to the public by the most eminent 
authorities of the medical profes- 
sion at a meeting of the Public 
Health association in Chicago last 
week. At this meeting authorities 
on the subject declared that the 
Closing of public meeting places 
does little or no good towards the 
stamping out of the disease. 

The committee urged that the 
people demand proper ventilation of 
Street cars and places of public 
amusement, and the sterilizing of 
drinking glasses at soda fountains. 
Each individual was urged to take 
precautions against sneezing, 
coughing and spitting in public.

General Pershing Sends 
Figures to War Depart- 
ment — Total Casualties 
of Old Hickory Division 
7,623. 


Washington, December 14.—In a 
report to the war department today 
General Pershing said that the 
number of unreported casualties in 
process of verification at the cen- 
tral records office of the expedi- 
tionary force on December 14 was 
40,440. They were divided as fol- 
Jows: Killed in action, 399; died of 
wounds, 275; died of disease, 353; 
accidentally killed, 51: severely 
wounded in action, 89,371. These 
include all “suspense cases under 
investigation,” the general said. 

Total casualties to November 23 
in the Thirtieth (Old Hickory) di- 
vision (North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and Tennessee national guard) 
were given as 7,623. The casual- 
ties were classified as follows: 
Killed in action, 1,168; died of 
wounds, 238; died of disease, 15. 
died of other causes, 5; severely 
wounded, 1,181: wounded, degree 
undetermined, 805; slightly wound- 
ed, 3,973; missing or captured, 193. 

General Pershing reported that 
the number of duplicated casual- 
ties discovered in the central rec- 
ords office since November 27 would 
not operate to reduce the total for 
the entire expeditionary forces, 
given in his summary of that date 
as additional casualties reported 
more than offset the duplicates. 

The report today from the Ameri- 
can commander was in reply to spe- 
cific questions cabled by the war 
department. In asking regarding 
the casualties in the Thirtieth di- 
vision, the department said there 
had been “much apprehension” here 
about the losses of this unit, which 
helped the British army break the 
famous Hindenburg line.

London, December 16.—An inven- 
tory of former Emperor William's 
private belongings in Berlin and 
Potsdam has led to the discovery 
of the famous imperial wardrobe, 
including 598 German and foreign 
military and naval uniforms, accord- 
ing to The Boersen Zeitung of Ber- 
lin. Several thousands horsesin sta- 
bles formerly belonging to Herr 
Hohenzollern have been confiscated. 

Negotiations between Potsdam, the 
soldiers and workmen's councils and 
Prince Eitel Freidrich, looking to 
the safeguarding of the Hohenzol- 
lern family fortunes are progressing 
slowly. It is said an agreement 
will be framed next month. 


455 PLUMBERS STRIKE 
AT U. S. NITRATE PLANT 


Sheffield, Ala., December 16.—Four 
hundred and fifty-five plumbers and 
steamfitters, members of the union, 
employed atthe government nitrate 
plant No. 2, at Muscle Shoals, walked 
out this morning, demanding in 
wages from 87% cents per hour to 
$1.25 per hour. This action was 
taken following the publishing of a 
decision of the gvernment last week 
not to grant increases to striking 
electricians at the plant. The strike 
was called at a meeting held here 
Sunday night. Carpenters, electri- 
cians, iron workers and sheet metal 
workers at the plant, to the number 
of 1,490, called a meeting Monday 
and, according to their leaders, will 
strike.

Baker and Houston Ad- 
dress State Executives 
at Annapolis—Governor 
Dorsey Is Among Those 
Present. 


Annapolis, Md., December 16,— 
Thirt¥-six state governors or gov- 
ernors-elect in annual conference 
held here today were told by Secre.- 
tary Baker that war had proven 
the indispensibility of strong state 
governments in peace as well as war 
times as thé principal agencies for 


mobilizing and demobilizing armies, 
finding work for returning soldiers 
and developing better methods of 
physical training for young men. 
At the same time he pleaded that 
state authorities give cities mor2 
freedom to work out their individ- 
ual local problems. 

Early disbandment of the draft 
boards and state branches of the 
Council of National Defense as fed- 
eral agencies was advocated by the 
secretary, who urged, however, that 
both remain in existence informally 
to aid local authorities in solving 
problems of the readjustment pe 
riod. : 

Secretary Houston, addressing the 
governors, suggested that state gov- 
ernments ascertain immediately 
what farming lands might be avail- 
able for use of returning soldiers. 
He cautioned, however, against

STATE ENTOMOLOGIST 
WILL ENLARGE WORK 


In aceordance with the increased 
appropration allowed the department 
of entomology by the last assembly, 
plans are now being made by A. C. 
Lewis, state entomologist, to enlarge 
the work in this field. Two addi- 
tions have just been made to the 
staff. D. C. Warren, who was for- 
merly with Dr. W. E. Hines, of Au- 
burn, Ala., has been elected by the 
board assistant entomologist, with 
headquarters at Valdosta, and ., oe of 
Turner has been given the same po- 
sition, with offices in Atlanta. 

Mr. Warren's work will be largely 
concerned with the control of the 
boll weevil by means of dusting. He 
will carry on many experiments with 
the various kinds of powders avail- 
able, to see if more satisfactory rec- 
ommendations can be made to the 
farmers than the spray now used 01 
cotton. The present year has shown 
some very successful results, in the 
fight against the boll weevil, and it 
is hoped that by concentrating on 
the south’s pest next year it can 
be subjected entirely. 

Mr. Lewis now thinks it probable 
that his Atlanta assistant, Mr. Tur- 
ser, will be given the problem of the 
forest and grain insects to engage 
his principal attention in the north- 
ern part of the state. Mr. Turner 
was previously connected with the 
entomological department and re- 
turns with the advantage of being 
thoroughly familiar with the work. 

Another assistant will be secured 
later on for experiments with vege- 
table insects and methods for ex- 
termination. A bulletin nas been 
prepared on apple insects and will 
be issued some time after January 
1, representing one of the branches 
of entomology which was taken up 
intensively this year.

The vessel's speed saved her from 
torpedoes, according to officers, who 
told for the first time of the former 
Vaterland’s encounters with U- 
boats. None of the projectiles came 
dangerously close, they said, and 
the big ship was at close quarters 
with the foe only once. 

The former German liner came up 
the bay amid a din surpassing in 
volume any previous welcome to a 
returning troop ship. Of her sick 
and wounded—14 officers and 1,421 
men—the majority were on deck, 
some with crutches and canes, while 
her rails were lined with almost 
5,000 naval officers and men, veter- 
ans of the submarine defense patrol 
off the French and British coasts, 
and 2,500 soldiers, with some of 
their commanders, heroes of the bit- 
ter fighting in the final weeks o 
the war. 

Big Navy Contingent. 

The naval contingent, largest of 
any which has returned home since 
the signing of the armistice, includ- 
ed men both from fleet and aviation 
units, which had fought U-boats and 
convoyed merchant ships in and out 
of allied ports. 

Major General Barnett, head of 
the marine corps, returned from two 
and a half months spent in Paris 
and at the front, enthusiastic over 
the record of his fighters from 
Chateau-Thierry to the end of the 
war. He said the marines were 
“wonderful,” and the only com- 
plaints were those of the wounded 
denied a chance to get back to the 
front. 

“It’s like this,” said the general. 
“Tf a man Joses an arm he says ‘It 
might have been a leg;’ and if he 
loses a leg he philosophizes, [= 
might have been both,’ and if he 
loses an eve he reasons ‘It might 
have been my hand.’ Most of them, 
I find, are worrying for fear they 
will be of no further use to their 
country, and Iam going to put forth 
every effort to find places for these 
wounded marines in the_ service 
they desire.” 

Wounded Georgian Returns. 

Homer Weeks, of Epworth, Ga., 
117th infantry, came home with a 
wound received in the attack of the 
Thirtieth division on the Hinden- 
burg line near St. Quentin. 

“There never was a bunch of men 
who could fight like the Thirtieth, 
he said. “The only kick we had 
was our officers would not let us 
go ahead as fast as we wanted to. 
The Boche is some scrapper, but we 
showed him something new in that 
game. Home by Christmas 18 all 
we are asking now.” 

John L. Jackson, of Bridgeport, 
Ala., of the same regiment, had his 
leg still in splints from _a shrapnel 
in the Somme battle. “Well, it was 
some fight, and we all sure did g0 
after them,” he said. “This little 
old wound of mine is nothing to 
what some of the boys got, and the 
only thing I feel sorry about was 
that my wound stopped me just 
when the going was getting good.” 

Many of the troops brought tro- 
phies of battle and one soldier, Pri- 
vate James W. McDaniel, of Ala- 
bama, who served in the Rainbow 
division, marched proudly down the 
gangplank wearing a “picklehaube”’ 
helmet, which he had captured in 
the Argonne forest, and carrying a 
German rifle over his shoulder. 

Lieutenant White Lost Lung. 

Lieutenant I. D. White, of New 
York, who, as a result of gassing, 
lost a lung at the battle of Belle- 
court, praised the men of the na- 
tional guard and the national army 
—the 27th and 30th divisions—who 
fought with the British in northern 
France and Flanders. 

his own division, the . 30th, 
Lieutenant White said they were 
“poor trench fighters,” as it was 
next to impossible to hold them 
back “when there was a fight up 
front.” 

In the Leviathan’s sick lay the 
seriously wounded, like their con- 
valescent comrades largely from 
the 27th and 30th g@ivisions were 
loath to talk of their experiences. 
Private Z. L. Jenks, of Henry, N. C., 
with both arms and legs cruelly 
torn by shrapnel, would not have 
missed “the show” for anything.

rough that it had to be broken by a 
stop at Bermuda. 

James F. Keily, of Salt Lake City, 
one of the Knights of Columbus 
workers, was the only wounded man 
aboard. With the two other Knights 
of Columbus men, lL. M. Kines, of 
Baltimore, and J. L. McCann, of Chi- 
cago, the latter wore the Croix de 
Guerre, won by flying in an air- 
Plane with food to a detachment of 
marines who were pocketed for four 
days in a salient of the Argonne 
line. ‘ 

The enlisted men on the Santa Ana 
were members of the Seventy-third 
Field artillery.

FARMERS OF HARRIS 


Hamilton, Ga., December 16.— 
(Special.)—A representative body of 
Harris county farmers met at the 
courthouse at Hamilton for the pur- 
pose of considering and discussing 
the situation with regard to cotton, 
now being almost universally held 
by the merchants and farmers of 
this county. The meeting was en- 
thusiastic and harmonious. After a 
full and conservative discussion of 
the situation throughout the cotton 
belt, the following resolutions were 
passed by unanimous vote: 

_ “Resolved, by the farmers of Har- 
ris county this day assembled, That 
we will hold our cotton until a 
minimum price of 35 cents has been 
offered for same. 

“We consider it the duty of the 
cotton farmers of the south to hold 
the 1918 cotton crop until a reason- 
able profit is secured. We further 
earnestly urge a curtailment of the 
cotton acreage for the year 1919. 
The advance in all goods, fertiliz- 
ers, live stock and machinery to 
produce next year’s crop of cotton 
having advanced from 25 to 50 per 
cent, if a reduction in acreage is 
not agreed upon the farmers will 
face disaster next year if they are 
foreed to make a crop at the pre- 
vailing price of cotton. For, only by 
reduction in acreage can the farm- 
ers certainly assure a moderate pro- 
duction and a corresponding in- 
crease in price.”

War Department Says 
That Eight Transports, 


Crowded With Troops, 
Are on the Way—Many 
Sick and Wounded. 


Washington, Decengber 16.—An- 
nouncement was made by the war 
department late today of the sail- 
ing from France of four additional 
transports, the General Gorgas, the 
Saxonia, the Cedric and the Mon- 
golia. E. R. Stettinius, special rep- 
resentative of Secretary Baker in 
France, is returning aboard the 
Cedric. 

Aboard the Mongolia are the 73d 
and 74th coast artillery and 138th 
field artillery, with the headquar- 
ters of the 40th coast artillery bri- 
gade. The vessel also carries 735 
sick and wounded men. 


On Board the Cedric. 


Aboard the Cedric is the 332d aero 
squadron and ten casual companies 
and a large number of sick and 
wounded, unassigned officers and 
other general casuals. 

The Saxonia carries casuals and 
963 sick and wounded. The General 
Gorgas has only 14 officers, seven 
enlisted men and one civilian. The 
Saxonia and Cedric sailed from Eng- 
land December 14 and the General 
Gorgas and the Mongolia from 
France December 13. 

A message from General Pershing 
added about 3,000 additional] men to 
those designated by him for early 
return to the United States, The 
units are the 400th, 465th, 467th, 
488th, 499th, S8S5th and 840th aero 
squadrons; the first gas regiment at 
full strength; the anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery schgol detachment and a re- 
placement battery. 

Four More Transports Sail. 

In an earlier statement the war 
department had announced the sail- 
ing from France of the transports 
Manchuria, the Persia, Maru, Carillo 
and Baltic, with returning Ameri- 
can troops. 

The organizations aboard the 
Manchuria are the 116th and 117th 
field artillery, headquarters. 56th 
field artillery brigade, 106th ammu- 
nition train, headquarters 62d in- 
fantry brigade, training cadres from 
the 81st division, and 966 sick and 
wounded. 

The Persia and Maru sailed Dec. 
12 with the twelfth division advance 
school detachment of 65 officers and 
99 enlisted men and civilians and 
with 18 officers as casuals. 

The Carillo, sailing on the same 
date, carried 24 officer casuals. 

The Baltic, sailing from Liverpool 
December 14 for New York, carried 
seven casual companies of about 160 
men each and. three officers and a 
number of medical casuals and sick 
and wounded.

The impeachment proceedings in- 
stituted against Judge Speer before 
the sixty-second congress, in 1913, 
created nation-wide interest. The 
judiciary committee of the .house 
conducted the hearings in its com- 
mittee rooms, and at special ses- 
sions in Georgia.

The decision of this committee not

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00 GORDON MEN 
GIVEN DISCHARGES 


At Present Rate Practi- 
cally All Georgians at 
Camp Gordon Will Be 
at Home by Christmas, 
Says Official. 


Five hundred and ninety soldiers 
from the various casual regiments 
at Camp Gordon were yesterday 
given honorable discharges from 
the army and started on their way 
home, it was last night officially 
announced by authorities of the 
personnel adjutant’s department at 
Camp Gordon. 

Of this number a few men were 
discharged because of special mili- 
‘ary reasons, but the large majority 
are from various points in the 350- 
mile zone established recently to 
confine the demobilization activities 
of Camp Gordon, and a large ma- 
jority of the latter class are from 
towns and cities in this state. 

Officials at camp headquarters 
also stated Monday night that 
about 600 additional casual troops 
from Camp Gordon will be _ dis- 
charged Tuesday and that approx- 
imately 3,000 troops are slated to 


leave the camp from casual regi- | 
of the present!

8,800 Men Discharged. 


Camp Gordon brought the total of 
troops that have been discharged 
there to approximately 8,800. This 
includes the centrai officers’ train- 
ing school men discharged, the ne- 
gro soldiers and men from specially 
organized units. 

Local confirmation of the an- 
nouncement recently published in 
The.Constitution that practically all 
Georgians stationed at Camp Gor- 
don will be discharged and in their 
homes by Christmas day, this re- 
port having been questioned on 
several occasions since its publica- 
tion, Was secured Monday. 

“At the rate of demobilization at 
this camp now,” stated an officer in 
charge of demobilization at head- 
quarters of the camp last night, “I 
see no reason why practically all 
the Georgians and men living with- 
in the 350-mile zone here should not 
be discharged by Christmas. This, 
of course, does not apply to men on 
special military duties, nor to those 
who cannot meet the physical re- 
quirements for discharge.” 

10,000 Men in Line. 


Approximately 10,000 men will be 
in line for discharge from Camp 
Gordon under the ruling establishing 
the 350-mile zone for discharge work 
at Camp Gordon. Of this number 
about 8,000 have been physically ex- 
amined and are in line for immedi- 
oe leaving the service for civilian 

ife. 

Shipment of troops from Camp 
Gordon to demobilization centers 
nearest their homes has already be- 
gun, more than a dozen contingents 
having been dispatched to camps in 
various sections of the country up to 
Monday night. This work will be 
‘conducted on a larger scale than 
ever in the future and demobiliza- 
tion of other states’ contingents at 
Gordon speeded up.

In Entering War 


Mother-in-Law of the Ex- 
Crown Prince Says Ger- 
many Should Confess. 
Grand Duchess Left Ger- 
many When War Began. 


Geneva, December 16.—Germany 
made a great blunder in entering 
the war and should admit she was 
in the wrong, declared the Grand 
Duchess Anastasie of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, mother of the former 
German crown princess, in an in- 
_terview. The grand duchess, who is 
a Russian and a cousin of the late 
|Russian emperor, came to Geneva 
at the outbreak of the war. She 
had many relatives fighting against 
one another on all fronts. 

The correspondent was the first 
newspaper man she had talked with 
since the beginning of the war. Re- 
plying to a question about the for- 
mer emperor and the former crown 
prince, she said pathetically: 

“There is a splendid maxim in 
your language: ‘Don't hit a man 
when he is down.’ Let us preserve 
principle, this sporting principle, 
during our conversation.” 

Why She Left Germany. 


|as soon as that country began mil- 


| itary operations, the grand duchess 
| replied: 
Monday’s demobilization work at, 


“I could not remain in a country 
which had declared war on my own 
country—Russia. This war came 
as a great surprise to me and my 
son (Frederick Franz IV., grand 
duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
who abdicated several weeks ago), 
although we were in constant 
touch with the royal families of 
Germany, Russia and Denmark. It 
has been said that not more than 
twenty persons in Germany under- 
stood what a cruel mistake it was 
going to be. I was one of them. 
However, as I never meddled in 
politics and never intend to, I was 
not able to interfere, 

“But I continue to think that 
Germany made a great blunder in 
entering this terrible struggle, not 
only from a humane point of view, 
but also for political and commer- 
cial reasons, as her commerce was 
prosperous. Now she has lost all. 
Germany should re-create a politi- 
cal, financial and artistic nation by 
openly admitting: 

“"We acted wrongly; 
sorry.” ” 

She Appeals for Russia, 

The grand duchess said she had 
no news from her daughter, the 
former crown princess, since Sep- 
tember, except through a_ letter 
from her eldest daughter, the queen 
of Denmark, saying both of them 
were well. She made an appeal for 
help for the country of her birth, 
saying: 

“If the allies abandon Russia, 
Russia is lost. The allies do not 
seem to understand the situation 
Clearly. About 78 per cent of the 
Russians have respect for only two 
things, God and the czar. The 
peasants now say: ‘We have no 
czar. whom shall we obey?’ 

“It will take the population fifty 
years to understand the meaning of 
the words, republic and president. 
The Russian people want someone 
to worship, because it is their old 
custom, their religion and_ their 
lives. Let the allies take note and 
pele pocr Russia before it is too 
ate.”

He was 
arrested at Berlin on November 6 
and expelled from the city. 

Documentary evidence of his ac- 
tvities was made public later at Ber- 
lin, and Joffe admitted that he had 
planned-> with certain German lead- 
ers to bring about a Bolshevist reign 
in Germany. The Ebert cabinet then 
cancelled the invitation given to the 
Russian government to send a dele- 
gation to the congres of soldiers’ and 
workmen's councils, Joffe being one 
of the delegates named by the Lenine 
regime in Russia.

A communication from a number 
citizens protesting against the 
annoyance and dangers to the peo-

anteeing its employees fair and just work- 
ing conditions. The agreement that was pre- 
sented to 'the gas company, and has been held 
by them an entire week despite repeated 
efforts of the employees ‘to obtain a positive 
answer, stipulates: 

First, that no employee shall work over 
eight hours in any one twenty-four hours. 
unless such employee voluntarily offers for 
overtime’ service. (The reason for this 
clause is that ten hours has been the regu- 
lar workday, with straight time for over- 
time work. In times past gas shop em- 
ployees have been abused and threatened 
with discharge for objecting to working 
night and day, but not since the war cre- 
ated a scarcity of labor.) 

Second, that the rating per hour be so 
increased ‘as to give each employee the 
same wages per day for eight hours that 
he now receives for ten hours. That em- 
ployees voluntarily offering for overtime 
service be paid time and one-half time for 
such service, 

Third, that employees working Sundays 
and holidays be paid double time for such 
service, or else required to take a day off 
during the week, in lieu of such Sunday 
or holiday worked. 

Fourth, that all old or experienced em- 
ployees have their rating increased to or 
above the rating of new or inexperienced 
men doing the same class and quantity of 
work. (This clause-to be left to the de- 
cision of the official head of each depart- 
ment and the local union's representative 
in that department.) 

Fifth, an arbitration clause.

WINTER WHEAT YIELD 


Washington, December 
huge winter wheat crop, larger by 
80,000,000 bushels than any yield 
in the history of American agricul- 
ture, was forecast today by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The government’s appeal, made be- 
fore the coming of peace was in 
sight, saying an acreage of 47,500,- 
000 was desirabkh, and the guaran- 
teed price of $2.20 a bushel for 
wheat, stimulated extraordinary ef- 
fort on the parce of farmers, said 
the department’s announcement. As 
a result, 49,027,000 acres were plant- 
ed during a long and almost perfect 
season. 

The fall growing season has been 
one of the finesst ever known, re- 
sulting in the crop being in the 
best condition ever recorded on De- 


cember 1, and giving promise of 
heavy yields.

Some officials said the govern- 
ment is assured of full return on all 
the wheat consumed in the United 
States, because of the control of 
markets and shipping, and that 
American consumption probably will 
be greatly expanded with all re- 
strictions on its use removed. Thev 
also said it was not at all certain 
that even the prospective bumper 
crop of American wheat will produce 
a world surplus, with Russian 
sources cut off, and the new Argen- 
tine crop being absorbed now by 
France and England as fast as it is 
threshed. 

In other quarters it was said that 
with the war ended the great stocks 
of wheat in Australia and India will 
be available for world consumption, 
probably at prices helow the Ameri- 
can guaranteeé figure, If thest stocks 
prove sufficient for European re- 
quirements,’ some see a possibility 
that the government will lose on 
whatever supplies of wheat there 
are over domestic requirements. 


FORECAST OF BIG

Bearish sentiment as to corn be- 
came pronounced when the condi- 
tion of winter wheat in the United 
States was shown to be the best in 
more than twenty years with the 
area seeded the largest on record. 
Although it was recognized that es- 
timates made in December regard- 
ing winter wheat could not be tak- 
en at face value, the official sug- 
gestion that the total production 
might reach a magnitude of 916,000,- 
000 bushels gave an immediate ad- 
vantage to sellers of corn. Through- 
out the rest of the session corn 
values went sharply down grade, 
Prospects that unsettled weather 
would delay receipts had only a 
transient bullish effect. 

Oats reflected the weakness of 
corn. Maximum breaks for a single 
day were witnessed in provisions.

PUBLISHED BY BERGER 


Chicago, December 16.—A mass of 
documentary evidence, in support of 
the’ government's charges that Vic- 
tor L. Berger, of Milwaukee, vio- 
lated the espionage law in the anti- 
war campaign he carried on as editor 
of the Milwaukee socialist daily 
newspaper, The Leader, was pre- 
sented to thet jury in Judge Landis’ 
court today in the trial of five so- 
cialist party chiefs. 

Extracts from numerous anti-war 
editorials which Berger caused to 
be published in The Leader, were 
read into the record by District At- 
torney Charles F. Clyne. 

E. Harris, formerly managing 
editor of The Leader, testified that 
he resigned his position in May, 
1917, because of a dispute with Ber- 
ger over an order received to print, 
for the second time, the proclama- 
tion and war program of the St. 
Louis socialist convention. 

“I talked it over with my assist- 
ants,’ said Harris, “and we con- 
sulted the federal district attorney, 
who expressed the opinion that it 
would be dangerous to print the 
platform. We then prepared a state- 
ment which we presented to Berger, 
in our opinion, the 
platform was seditious, and that 
those responsible for publishing it 
mizht be liable to prosecution by the 
government. 

Berger Insisted, 

“Berger said he was the responsi- 
ble head of the paper, and insisted 
upon it being published again. I 
then told him I would resign. He 
expressed regret, because the only 
two men in the office he would con- 
sider for the position were pro- 
ally.” 

The witness said he previously had 
been criticised by Berger for the 
way in which war news had been 
handled at times. 

“My instructions from Berger were 
to use the Berlin dispatches as lead- 
ers in the war news,” said Harris 
“He always said that the Berlin sto- 
rieS Were more reliable because the 
NCWS from London and France was 
censored. Berger never «wanted 
anything printed that might offend 
German readers. He objected to 
Stories which referred to the Ger- 
mans as Huns or Boches.” 

On cross-examination Harris ad- 
mitted that Berger has on numer- 
ous occasions printed editorials ate 
tacking the kaiser and the junker 
class in Germany. Judge Landis re- 
fused to allow the witness to an- 
swer a question alleging that Ber- 
Ser’s attacks on the kaiser had been 
responsible for his defeat in his race 
for congress in 1914. 

District Attorney Clyne read ex- 
tracts from a number of anti-war 
editorials published by Berger in 
The Milwaukee Leader.
